All grades and varieties in any one class are allowed to make up total. 
Example: All kinds of fruit trees will be considered as one class and all varieties of 
shrubs as one class, etc. 


SMALL FRUITS, HEDGING, PRIVET and ALL SEEDLINGS 
300 of same variety and grade take 1000 rates. 
Under 300 of same variety and grade take 100 rates. 


EVERGREENS, BALLED and BURLAPPED 
30 trees (any assortment) take 100 rates. 
Under 30 trees (any assortment) take 10 rates. 


FALL AND SPRING BULBS 
300 or more bulbs (not less than 50 of any one variety) take 1000 rates. 
Under 300 bulbs take 100 rates.
